is worse than ever it was. The 


acceptance of the fact that a new 
situation had been created in the 
Republic since its complete 
freeing from the Germans and 
its military possession by 

Red Army. That is the govern- 
ing factor of the whole unhappy 
business. The Russians hold 
Poland in their grip. For that 
reason Messrs. Churchill and 
Roosevelt were severely handi- 
capped at Yalta vis-a-vis Marshal. 
Stalin; and there can be 
no doubt at all that the 
arrangement which was reached 
represents in all its major aspects 
Moscow’s point of view. When 
the Russians entered Poland some 
months ago they set up the so- 
called Lublin Committee, consist- 
ing of Poles who were prepared 
to collaborate with ‘the Red 
Army. This body not only re- 
fused to recognise the authority 
of the legitimate Government in 
London, but actually branded its 
members as _ criminals. All 
attempts to bring about some 
kind of working plan between 
the two groups of Poles 
failed completely, in spite of the 
good offices. of the British, who 
were most anxious to achieve a 
settlement. Now’ that the 
Russians have occupied the 
whole of Poland, Marshal Stalin 
evidently realises that the Lublin 
Committee’s authority has not a 
sufficiently broad basis. Conse- 
quently the conference at Yalta 
has recommended the establish- 
ment of a new “Polish Pro- 
visional Government of National 
Unity,” which shall command re- 
cognition by the three major 
Allies, and shall include, in 
addition to the Lublin Com- 
mittee, representatives of western 
Poland and of those Poles who are 
abroad. Messrs. Molotov, Harri- 
man and Sir A. Clark have been 
given authority to act as a Com- 
mission, working, in the first 
instance, in Moscow in an effort 
to bring about the proposed re- 
organisation of‘ Polish Govern- 
ment. The “Big Three” have 
reaffirmed their desire for a 
“strong, free, independent and 
democratic Poland; and they in- 
sist that free and unfettered 


suffrage and the secret ballot, 
shall be held at the earliest 
possible moment,. They also an- 
nounce that, in their opinion, 
Poland's eastern frontier ought to 
follow, broadly, the Curzon Line, 
with minor adjustments: here. and 
there in Poland's favour.” They 
declare that the Poles are entitled’ 
to “substantial accessions” of 
territory in the north and the 
west at Germany’s expense; but 
the final delimitation of their 
border with the Reich must be 
left to the arbitrament of the 
Peace Conference. 

Admittedly, the problem of 
Poland bristles with difficulties. 
Now that the Russians hold 
the entire country, all academic 
argument must be futile; but, 
if the Yalta proposals are 
to be taken as any criterion 
of the general peace settlement, 
Europe's post-war outlook will be 
grim, indeed. The Polish Govern- 
ment in London, not unnaturally, 
refuses point-blank to be bound 
by decisions that have been taken, 
not only without its consent, but 
even without its knowledge. In 
the circumstances, it is quite 
impossible to estimate the amount 
of support that exists for the 
Government among the people in 
Poland; but, according to every 
constitutional canon, the London 
Cabinet is the only body with 
any legitimate right to speak for 
the Polish people. For. that 
reason, as we think, the Yalta 
pronunciamiento is most regret- 
table. It may..be argued, of course, 
that a large portion of the terri-

Translation always has been a 
risky business. Shakespeare, we 
know, is regarded by the Germans 
almost as one of their own 
writers; Scott was spoken of 
familiarly in ‘nihefeenth-centity 
Russian literature, and he is 
believed to share with Byron the 
distinction of being, of all writers 
in English, most popular with con- 
tinental readers. One cannot but 
believe that, in the last two cases,. 
ease of translation has counted 
more than the worth, however 
great, of the writing. Scott 
probably could be rendered well 
in any developed language; 
novelists are apt to submit fairly 
easily to the transmutation, and 
Scott submits most easily of all. 
Poets, however, are a different 
matter, It is simple enough to 
reproduce the sense of a poem 
in another language; it is 
very difficult to reproduce the 
sound, or the subtler shades 
of meaning which are wound 
into the language. Byron 
may be translated precisely 
because of his shortcomings as a 
poet. He always says what he 
means; but he never means more 
than he says. He is all on the 
surface. How Keats will respond 
to translation into Russian remains 
to be seen; for his verse is full of 
those qualities which even the best 
translator is inclined to lose. Even 
the strange, whimsical fun of 
Sterne might be hard to transfer 
into other words. Hardy, on the 
other hand, ought to be amenable 
to the change, and promises to 
appeal to any Russian with the 
traditionally gloomy outlook of 
his race. Swift is an admirable 
subject -for- the translator—as 
good as Bernard Shaw. If litera- 
ture is to be packed for export, 
one wonders whether Trollope 
might not appeal to the. nation 
“that produced so many great and 
leisurely novelists. It seems unkind 
not to hand on the torch of his 
‘revival. nc

LACK OF ORANGES 


DEPLORED 


The serious loss to the trade, and to 
the general health of the community, 
caused by the almost complete dis- 
appearance from the Irish market of 
foreign fruit — isa oranges— 
was deplored by Mr. K. P. Byrne, in 
his presidential address at the annual 
genesal meeting of the Confectioners’ 
and Fruiterers’ Association.
